Since 19U6, Subject has been employed 
as district head aixl representative of the Aachen-Leipzig, Insurance Company. 

In 1933 he was a Hitler Youth Leader and member of the Nazi Party] 19b3, SS-leader, 
and in 19U5SS-Obars t:irmfuehrer (Rank, First Lieutenant). 


U. Contained in the files of this agency is a report dated 18 February 19U9 
which reflects that one (fnu), is listed as Oberin-^pektor of Weapons and 

Equipment in the "Bereltscbaft" in Land Brandenburg, The organization is a para- 
militarv police department of the East Sector of Germany. 

5. A report dated in October 19U9 lists a^Palizeimeiater Karl 

as in charge of weapons and supplies for the Kommando Units in Berlin. 


6, A report dated 5 May 1951, states that a Koirmissar (Fnu) is head 

of the weapons and equipment section of the Berlin alert uniti 

NOTE: The Berlin Alert, Unit and the Berlin Kommando Unit are both 

believed to refer to the Alert Forces of East Germany, a para- 
military organization created the instigation of the Russians. 


7. The results of Field Investigations dated 25 September and 2U October 1951, 
submitted by your office, reflect no derogatory information nor any record of the 
Subject. 

8, Due to the conflicting information as set out above, this office requests 
that necessary steps be taken and it be determined whether Subject and the 
individuals mentioned in this memorandiim are one and the same. 


9. Until such determination has been n;ade and this office advised, Subject's 
use ie not rtjcoramendod on Project LCPROWL.
